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A simple, inexpensive, easy-to-use rubber snowshoe binding is recommended 
for optional use by Bureau offices.

The use of rubber bindings has foes advantages over the leather 

bindings presently used: 

1. Snow does not "ball-up" on them. 

2. One size fits a large range of boot sizes. 

3. They do not stretch out of shape due to changing weather condi cians 
as leather bindings do. 

4. They are quickly put on or taken off--even with mittens on. 

5. Construction materials are inexpensive and readily available.

The truck innertube is used to make the basic binding. Tire patches 
are used to strengthen and stop the rubber from tearing where the bind- 
ing is attached to the snowshoe. The cord is used to attach the bind- 
ings to the snowshoe (see pattern and pictures). 
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
